furs of ali kinda, sheepskins, wadded coats, 
and leather garments with-the hair inside.

Fahron- 
heit, with a keen exposed Nosth wind ; and 
aars, noses, or hands loft exposed are Hable 
to be lost very quickly. ! 

_ On the following days (20th and 21st) the 
harhour where the steamers luy waa frozen 
over to a thickness of two or three inches, 
which is said to bo very anusual. Tugs liad 
to be kept going to broak the ice from aam- 
pana, which even then only got about with 
great difficulty. ‘Tha thermometer regis 
tered 3 deg, Fahrauheit, or 29 deg, of frost.

bably be horses or mules enough to fulfil 
all requirements; but in Japan there are 
only ponies, very doficient both ‘in quality 
and quantity—which, by the way, is the 
explanation of the great defect in the Japa- 
nese army, that it has. nothiog like an ade- 
quate. cavalry force. Tho baggage trains 
on the road batween Kinchau and Talion 
consisted of clumsy, lumbering bullock. 
carts, ponies, mules, donkeys, hand carts, 
Chinese and Japanese coolics, aud a few 
camela—thy-most. picturesque conglomers- 
tion imaginable. ‘Thore are even jinrick- 
shas, imported from Japan, plyiog between 
Talien and Kinchau; but thelread-is ter- 
ribly rough for them. * 

At Kinchau itself, tho aspect of humdrum 
‘contentment and poace is so complete that 
one can hardly belicre there is any war 
between China and Japan. Sentries atand 
at the gates of the city, and soldiers throng 
in the quaint old {stroets, but every-day 
life jogs on in o style of quict and amicable 
monctomy that speaks volumes in favour 
of the Japanese... Tha. Chineso inhabitants 
have practically all returned to their homes 
and their-daily occupations to which an 
impetus has boon given by the inflox of the 
‘ distinguished visitors,’ thé invading army. 
Wher larrived thore, on Jan. 20, the markct 
was boing held, in tho usual place, and an 
immense business was being. done. In all 
the streets, shops wero open, Chinesa and 
Japaneses amiably mingled io the crowds, 
in the market place, the tobacco shops, the 
theatre. Less frioudly are the various 
races in Hongkong, or many other places 
whore no word of war bas been beard for 
decades, 

A striking proof of the cordial goodwill 
that exists in Kinchau, as well as # testi- 
mony to the tact and ability displayed by 
Japanose officials here, was afforded on the 
departure of Me Arakawa, Japancac Gover- 
nor at Kinchau, to go with the trocps—pre- 
sumably for similar duty in Shantuog. On 
notifying his Chinese colleagues of the City 
Council, he was presented by them with an 
artistic scroll bearing an inscription to. the 
following effect :—
